They  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  and  breach  of 
tho  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session 
of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same  ; 
and  for  any  speech^  or  debute  in  either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  other  place.  .

continuance  in  office.  But  Congress  may,  bylaw,  grant  to  the  principal  officer 
in  each  of  the  Executive  .Departments  a  seat  upon  the  floor  ot  either  House» 
with  the  privilege  of  discussing  any  measures  appertaining  to  his  department.

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upon  any  subject,  relating  to  tho  duties  of  their  respective  offie&r;  and  Ire 
shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offeneos'  agaTfist  tha 
Confederate  States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

2.  He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the1  Senate,, 
to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur,  and  he 
shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  tiie  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall 
appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  Judges  of  tha 
Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  Confederate  States,  whose  ap- 
pointments are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  arM  which  shall  be  estib- 
lishsd  by  law;  but  the  Congress  may,  by  law,  vest  the  appointment  of  such 
inferior  officers,  as  they  think  prffper,  in  the  President  alona,  in  the  Courts  of 
Law,  or  iv  the  heads  of  Departments.  *    • 

3.  The  principal  in  each  of  the  Executive  Departments,  and  all. persons 
eonnected  with  the  d$jJon>atic*  service,  may  be  removed  fiom  office  ot  tho 
pleasure  of  the  Prerffent.  All  other  civil  officers  of  the  Executive  Depart- 
ment may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  President,  or  other  appointing 
power,  When  their  services  are  unnecessary  j  or  for  dishonesty,  incapacity,  in  - 
■efficiency,  misconduct,  or  neglect  or  duty  ;  and  when  so  removed,  tha  re- 
moval shall  be  reported  to  the  Senato,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor. 

4.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill, all  vacancies  that  may  happen 
during  the  recess  of  the  Senate  by  granting  commissions  which  shall  expire 
*t  the  end  Of  their  next  session  :  but  no  person  rejected  by  tha  Senato  shall 
fee  re-appoiated  to  the  same  office  during  their  ensuing  recess. 

SECTION   III. 

1.  Tho  President  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congress  informa- 
tion of  the  state  of  the  Confederacy,  and  recommend  to  their  considera- 
tion such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  aod  expedient  ;  ho  may,  on 
cxtraoidinary  occasions,  convene  both  Houses,  ,or  eitiper  of  them  ;  and  in 
case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment 
ko  may  adjourn  them  to  Such  time  as  ho  shall  think  proper  ;  be  shall  re- 
teivo  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers  ;  he  Eh.aH  take  care  that  the 
.lawg  bo  faithfully  executed,  and  shall  commission  all  the  officers  of  the 
Confederate  States.

1.  -The  President,  Vice- President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  Confederate 
States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  iatt  and  conduction  e£ 
treason,  bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  and.  misdemeanors. 

AKTICLE  III. 

SECTION   I. 

,  1.  The  judicial  power  of  tho  Confederate  States  shall '-be  Vested  in  one 
Superior  Court,  and  in  such  Inferior  Courts  as  the  Congress -may  from  timo 
tm  time  order  and  establish.  Tho  judges,  both  of  the  Superior  and  Inferior 
Courts* shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation,  which  sh*ll not  bo  diminished 
"during  their  continuance  in  office.  '"" 

SECTION  ii.  • 

1.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  arising  under  thfe  Consti- 
tution, the  laws  6f  tho  Confederate  States,  and  treaties  mado,-or  which  shall 
be  made,  under  their  authority  ;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors  other  - 
pubho  ministers  and  oonsuls  ;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  itiris- 
♦Uotion  ;  to  controversies  to  which  the  Cohfoderate  Stales  ehail  be  a  part*'- 
to  .ontroversies  between  two  or  more  States  •  between  a  State  and  citizen* 
tf  »aotker  State,  where  the  State   i,  plain  iff;  between  cities  claimi^ 
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lands  under  grants  from  different  States  ;  and  between  tho  State  er  tho 
citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizens  or  subjects  ;  but  no  State  shall 
bo  sued  by  a  citizon  or  subject  of  any  foreign  State. 

2.  In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers,  and  consuls, 
and  thonein  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction.  In  all  other  cases  before-mentioned,  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law  and  facts,  with  suoh 
exceptions,  and  under  puch  regulations  as  tho  Congress  shall  make. 

3.  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by 
jury,  and  such  trial  ?hall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crime  shall 
have  been  committed  ;  but  when  not  committed  within  any  State,  tho  trial 
shall  bo  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  law  kavo  directed. 

SECTION  III, 

1.  Trea-on  against  the  Confederate  Statos  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  Bg.siust  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and 
•onafort.  No  perton  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testuaosy 
ef  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  oron  confession  in  open  court. 

2  The  Congress  j-hall  havo  power  to  declare  the  punishment  ef  treason, 
but  vo  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture, 
except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted.

■2.  A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  troason,  felony,  or  other  crime 
jkg'.inst  the  law-  of  such  State,  shall,  on  the  demand  of  the  Executive  au- 
thority of  the  State  fiorn  which  be  fled,  be  delivered  up  to  be  removed  be 
ttie  State  havingjurisdiction  of  the  crime.

Each  member  shall  be  allowed  ten  cents  per  mile  for 
coming  to,  and  ten  cents  for  returning  from,  the  place  where  Corjress 
may  assemble  for  each  session.  The  salary  of  the  President  of  Congress 
shall  be  sixteen  dollars  per  day,  pud  the  niileago  (he  fame   ps   members. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  are  elected  for  a  term  of  six  years, 
and  are  not  re-eligible  to  office.  The  Seriate  is  composed  of  two  mem- 
bers from  each  State  in  the  Confederacy,  ch<x  en  by  the  i  egislatures  of 
each  State,  for  six  years.  Lie  Senate  's  divided  into  three  eh-.sses,  and 
one-third  of  their  nniber  are  chosen  every  iwc  years.  'J'lic  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  arc-  elected  by  the  people,  tor  a  term  of 
two  yeau.  Cougress  assembles  once  in  <3very  year,  commencing  on  the 
18tk  day  of  February.

This  large  increase  of  iut«rest-bear:ng  notes  .affords  satisfac- 
tory evidence  lliat  the  issue  of  them  was  a  judicium  increase,  and  for 
any  ordinary  war,  the  bond  and  "iat.er6.st  notes,  amounting  together  to  a 
monthly  sate  of  twenty  and  a  half  millions,  would  have  sustained  the 
Government  without,  any  resort  to  paper  currency.  But  the  estimates 
eall  for  more  than  twice  the  amounts  furnished  by  these  resourced,  and 
we  arc  compelled  to  report  to  Treasuiy  noies  to  supply  the  deficiency." 

The  following  Report  has  beeu  compiled  froaa  the  Statement  of  tlio 
Itegisterof  the  Treasury,  issued  August  18th,  1863  t 

The  whole  amount  of  Treasury  notes  issued  since  the  Government 
went  into  operation  is  exactly  $b'24, 000,100.  Of  these  there  have  been 
funded  in  bonds  and  stocks  $  126,060,000,  and  about  a  million  of  notes 
have  been  cancelled  in  connection  with  the  posto£I»e  ami  office  of  the 
war  tax.  If  we  subtract  the  amount  thus  funded  and  cancelled  from 
the  amount  issued,  there  will  remain  outstanding  $4y7,000.')0i>  for  pui- 
jmjsoo  of"  circulation  and  domestic  exchange  ;  two  hundred  millions  have 
been  invested  in  bonds  and  stocks,  and  to  this  sum  must  be  added  one 
hundred  and  twwiity-five  millions  in  interest-bearing  Treasury  notes, 
making  a  sum  of  thtec  hundred  and  twonty-fivc  million  dollars  ol  funded 
debt.  ' 

The  whole  public  debt,  therefore,  including  the  European  loei'i,  does 
nat  quite  reach  the 'sum  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  millions,  and  against 
this  amount  must  be  eharged  all  the  cotton  and  other  assets  of  whatever 
description,  now  held  by  the  Government. 

The  entire  interest  of  thA.public  debt  does  not  exceed  twenty-three 
million  doiluis— paid, at  the  high  rates  of  8,  7.30  and  7  per  cent.   ,

During  the  same  period,  ,the  iuteres't-bearirig  Treasury  notes  have 
iue.eased  from  §22,799,300  to  129,480,000.  Increase  "$ 97,680,100,; 
Jrora  which  deduct  notes  on  hand,  $0,904,009.  Real  increase.  $85,'- 
775,500.  This  lar^e  increase  of  interest-bearing  notes  '.affords  satisfac- 
tory evidence  tliat  tlie  issue  of  them  was  a  judicious  increase,  and  for 
any  ordinary  war,  tlie  bond  and  interest  notes,  amounting  together  to  a 
jiwuthly  sale  of  twenty  and  a  half  millions,  would  have  sustained  tho 
tjoverument  without,  any  resort  to  paper  currency.  But  the  estimates 
cali  for  more  than  twice  the  amounts  furnished  by  these  resources,  and 
we  are  compelled  to  resort  to  Treasuiy  no;»s  to  supply  the  deficiency." 

The  following  Report  has  been  compiled  from  the  Statement  off  tile 
Register  of  the  Treasury,  issued  August  ll'tii,  1863  t 

Tho  whole  amount  of  Treasury  notes  issued  since  the  Government 
went  into  operation  is  exactly  $624. 000, (.00.  Of  these  there  have  -beei 
funded  in  bonds  and  stocks  $120, Of  0,000,  and  about  a  million  of  notes 
have  been  cancelled  in  connection  with  the  posto&ae  and  office  of  the 
war  tax.  If  we  subtract  the  amount  thus  funded  and  cancelled  from  . 
the  amount  issued,  there  will  remain  outstanding  £>4'J7.000,000-  for  pin- ' 
poses  of  circulation  and  domestic  exchange  ;  two  hundred  millions  have 
been  invested  in  bonds  and  stocks,  and  to  this  sum  must  be  added  one 
hundred  and  twwity-five  millions  in  intercsi-bjuriug  Treasury  notes, 
making  a  sum  of  thtec  hundred  and  twenty-five  million  dokars  oi  funded 
debt. 

The  whole  public  debt,  therefore,  including  the  European  loai*,  does 
not  quite  reach  the 'sum  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  millions,  and  against 
this  amount  must  be  charged  all  tho  cotton  and  other  assets  of  whatever 
description,  now  held  by  the  Government. 

The  entire  interest  of  thjtpublic  debt  does  not  exceed  twenty-three 
million  doilurs— paidat  the  high  rates  of  8,  7.30  and  7  per  cent.   ,

Batesvil.le,  Ark.,  Jan.  18,  1363, 
In  obedience  to  instructions  from  Major  General  Hind- 
man,  I  lU'irched  from  Lewisburg, Ark.,  .December  31,  1862, 
via  Yeljylle,  Ark.,  to  strike  the  enemy  in  "rear  and  flank," 
with  1,6U0  men  under  Shelby,  and  270  men  under  IVIeD.onsld. 
Before  marching  I  telegraphed  to  Id-Kit.  Gea.  Holm-s  if  it 
•would  not  be  best  to  move  up  the  troops  under  Col.  Whits. t» 
co  operate  in  the  movement,  to  which  he  consented,  and  the 
order,  was  given.  Col.  Porter,  with  600  nrea  moved  forward 
f»r  tkis  purpose. 
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En  route  in  the  Boston  rr.GUitains,  Shelby  attacked  sixty 
tories  and  deserters — killed  twelve  and  captured  twenty*' 
seven.  McDonald  surprsed,"  captured  and  burned  Fort 
Lawrence,  ou  Beaver  creek,  M'o. ;-  of  its  garrison  killed  ten, 
'captured  seventeen,  and  routed  the  rest — about  258— cap- 
tured 200  horseS,  300  stand  of  arms,  teivwagons  and  a  quanti- 
ty of  quartermaster  and  commissary  stores. 

Shelby  captured  and  burnt  the  Fort  at  Ozark.  The  garri- 
son fled.  With  Shelby  and  McDonald  I  .attacked  Spring- 
fiuld,  Mo.,  and  after  eight  hours'  hard  fighting,  driving  Jdia 
Yankees  baforo  me  and  into  their  strongholds,  I  captured 
•one  piece  of  artillery,  (6  pounder,)  a  stockade  fort,  a  largo 
part  of  the  town,  which  the  ^yankees  burnt 'as  they  retired. 
At  dark  the  fighting  ceas^d-r-the  greater  part  of  the  federals 
in  my 'possession.  The  federal  force  there  was  4,200.  My 
loss  was  20  killed  and  80  wounded.  The  yankee  loss  was 
mush  greater*  I  did  not  deem  it  best  to  renew  the  attack, 
and  the  nest  day  marched  toisard  Holla.  The  federals  scat- 
tered and  lied  -before  me.  I  burnt  the  forts  at  Sand  Springs 
and  Mar3htield.  After.pasdhg  through  Marshfield  formed  a 
junction  with  Porte/,  who  had  burnt  the  forts  at  ilartsvillo 
and  Hazlowood.  ^  r        4  * 

Ail  the  forts  burnt  were  well  built  works,  generally  large 
"block 'houses,"-  with  stockade  and  good:  earthworks  around, 
so  strong  that  !00  brave  men  well  armed  could  defy  a  thcu- 
sand  infantry  or  cava'n. 

After  joining  Porter  I  marched  south  easterly, ..making  my 
way  toward  Arkansas'.  At  Uartsville  I  met,  fought  and 
drove  hi  the  direction  of  Lebanon  1^600  infantry  and  500 
cavali-y,  under  dm,  Merrill  The  battle. was  desperate.  My 
loss  was  1  .j  killed  and  70  wounded  ;  of  the  former  was  the 
braro  McDonald.

tome  time  as  well  as  ammunition — doing  notlnng  !  In  Stono 
Bay  there  is  also  quite  a  fleet  of  transports,  attended  by  a  few 
ressels  of  war.  The  Pawnee,  determined  to  "have  a  finger  ia 
tke  pi»j" — "a  place  in  the  picture" — occasionally  runs  up  ths 
Siono  to  within  shelling  distance  of  our  western  lines,  hurls  a 
skell  or  two  and  then  ''skedaddles." 

Batteries  Gregg  and  Wagner  hava'baostne  more  formidable 
than  eyer.  Every  portion  of  these  shattered  and  battle-scar- 
red works  has  been  remoddeled  and  strengthened.  Jagged, 
t«rn  and  crumbling  walk  of  sand  hayo  been  re-fashioned  by 
tka  pliant  hands  of  skiful  engineers,  and  now  loom  u.p  into 
distinct  and  well  defined  outlines  of  strong,  well  cuilt  batte- 
ries, that  bristle  all  over  with  guns  of  the  heaviest  calibre. 
Many  two  hundred  pounder  Parrot  guns  hare  been  mounted, 
wkich  ©OBPnaand  the  channel  or  look  significantly  towards  the 
''doomed  city."  Trua,  it  is,  tney  may  deluge  oar  beautiful 
eity  with  a  constant  shower  of  Greek  nre  ;  pour  a  rain  ef  iron 
kail  upon  her  devoted  head  ;  transform  tho  proud  and  lovely 
to  mouldering  ashes  and  crumbling  clust ;  may  born  the  'mest 
•f  traitors  ;"  eonauiae  the  "hot  bed  of  rebellion,"  but  they 
tan  never  crush  her  spirit  or  pollute  her  ashes  with  their 
vaadal  hoofs. 

Let  them  burn  Charleston,  then,  if  they  will — appeasa  th« 
lATing  fanatics  of  the  North,  who  shriek  for  her  destvue- 
ti»a.

Tho  vpaters  bubbling  up 
frein  these  borings  are  generally  charged  with  sulphate  of 
soda,  magnesia,  and  lime,  either  as  a  chloride  -er  a  sulphate,- 
whi«h  makes  them  bitter  and  salt ;  but  the  Arabs  ar*  only 
tco  glad  to  have  any  kind  of  water,  and  the  palms  and  Sther 
vegetable  produats  of  the  Drsert  thrive  on  it."  The  borings 
of  Sidi-Sliinan  and  K'Scur  present  ihe  Curious  phenomenon 
•f  live  fish.  A  parallel  to  this  cvso  wag  reported  by  M.  Ayine, 
f  ovoraor  of  the  oases  of  Egypt,  to  a  scientific  society  »ia 
France.  In  clearing  a  well  325  feet  deep,  he  sail!  "he  had 
fouud  fish  fit  for  cooking."  The  French  propose  to  extend 
these  wells  into  the  Desert,  so  as  to  unite  the  rich  oaaes  of 
Touat — ou  the  route  to  Timbueioc — with  Alzeria,  and  thus 
direct  the  stream  of  overland  commerce  into  ita  ancient  ekaa- 
sel  by  Algeria.
